The Kanzas Correspondents of the St. Louis Re- 


tional items relative to the attack on Lawrence. 
The Democrat correspondent says, stores end 
dwellings were indiscriminately broken open. and 


robbed by the invaders, A Mr. Jonnson had $2,000 


in drafts, checks and land warrants taken from him. 
Col. Tortirrz, who was appointed a Colonel of the 
Militia by Governor SHamnon last Fall, was. fercibly 
dispossessed of his commission, private papers, 
watch, and money to the amount of $800, His trunk 
was aleo broken open and his clothing carried away. 
He had no means of defence, and was obliged to 
submit to see his property taken away. After de- 
stroying the office of:the Herald of Freedom, the 
forces under Jonzs set fire to the house and ilbrary 
of the Editor, Mr. Brown, but the fire was extin- 
guished by citizens—some of Brown's friends,

Free-BState men had collected at Lawrence on the 
day that the place was entered by Joma, and it was 
thought that. the garrison at Franklin, where the 
Free-State arms had been stored by Jonzs, would be 
attacked onthe night of the 22d, for the purpose of 
recovering them, Ho also writes that it is under. 
stood that Goy. Saannon will. order 100 United 
States troops to be stationed at Lawrence, 100 at 
Topeka, and 100 at Osawatamie. “ At the latter place 
Judge Cato, of the District Court, had been pre- 
vented from holding Court, in consequence of threats 
of violence to the Grand Jury: which had been made 
by Free-State men. 

Judge Taam had passed through Leavenworth on 
his way to Georgia.
